“A bill has been introduced in the 
Senate and House of Representatives 
providing for the recognition of the ex- 
position by the government of the 
United States, and pledging an appro- 
priation of $5,000,000 in aid thereof, such 
appropriation to be made when 8t. 
Louis shall have raised $10,000,000 in 
aid of the exposition, but not to be 
available until the $10,000,000 furnished 
by St. Louis shall have been expended 
to the satisfaction of the Secretary of, 
the Treasury. No time is to be lost; 
in fact, it will demand the most pro- 
pitious circumstances to complete 
preparations for 1903, if the requisite 
money were already secured. We 
must have favorable action at this ses- 
sion of Congress, or the project will 
probably be abandoned by St. Louis.” 

In closing, Gov. Francis asked the 
Trans-Mississippi Congress to appoint 
a committee of five or ten to accum- 

ny a delegation from St. Louis to 

ashington to pear before the 
Louisiana Purchase Celebration Com- 
mittee, April 27, in advocacy of an ap- 
propriation of $5,000,000 in aid or the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition. A very 
strong resolution favoring the appro- 
priation by Congress was adopted. |

WASHINGTON, April 20.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) Serious trouble with Tur- 
key is threatened. Within a week it is 
probable that diplomatic relations 
between Washington and Constanti- 
nople will be severed, and the inter- 
ests of the United States in Turkey will 
be placed in the hands of the German 
or British government. There are no 
indications as yet that the Sultan in- 
tends to pay'an indemnity. The Turk- 
ish view of the present crisis is one 
which that government invariably 
holds whenever a foreign power at- 
tempts to secure the payment of a 


“bluff,” and has no intention of going 
beyond that stage. 

Secretary Hay has done everything 
he could within the proprieties to con- 
vince Turkey that the United States is 
not biuffing, and that this country 
means to see this thing through, and 
still the Sultan refuses to see it in that 
light. In official circles here there is 
small expectation that Turkey will pay, 
unless the screws shall be put on a 
great deal harder, and as yet no de- 


United States has been reached. Prob- 
ably nothing will be determined on un- 
til President McKinley and Secretary 
Hay can get together next Monday. 

The severance of diplomatic relations 
is well-nigh inevitable unless Turkey 
surprises the United States and the 
world by paying the $88,000 indemnity 
long due. Minister Strauss has flatly 
contradicted the Sultan as to the ques- 
tion of fact whether or not the Turkish 
government definitely promised to pay 
this claim, and, as Minister Ali Fer- 
rouh Bey points out, this makes 
Strauss an “impossible quantity” at 
Constantinople. If he attempted 
resume his post there, he would be re- 
garded as persona non grata. Fortu- 
nately, Strauss has no wish to return 
to the Turkish capital. He has already 
tendered his resignation to the Presi- 
dent, and will be glad to have {ft ac- 
cepted.

NO ULTIMATUM SENT. 


STATE DEPARTMENT ACTING. | 
fA. P DAY REFORT } 

WASHINGTON, April 20.—Secretary 
Hay returned to Washington today 
from New York. An accumulation of 
departmental! business awaited him, but 
nothing in the nature of an ultimatum 
directed to the Turkish government 
was included in the mags of correspond- 
ence. It is apparent that, though de- 
termined upon positive action, the 
State Department is proceeding de- 
corously and with due precaution 
against being led into any position 
which it cannot maintain. It may be 
stated by authority that the State De- 
partment is entirely satisfied of the ac- 
curacy of Minister Strauss’s statement 
relative to the promises made to him 
by the Porte, notwithstanding the at- 
tempted explanations and efforts to 
becloud the issue by declarations that 
the Sultan's promises were conditional. 
The minister's dispatches, sent while 
he was in Constantinople, were couched 
in distinct terms, his written state- 
ments were fully confirmed by his oral 
explanations to the department upon 
his return to the United States, and 
moreover the pledges he secured were 
similar to those made to the two pre- 
ceding United States ministers to Tur- 
key. In the opinion of the State De- 
partment officials it is inconceivable 
that three United States ministers 
should be successively deceived in the 
terms of a promise or should have 
reached similar misunderstandings. 

The approval which the State De- 
partment's latest action seems to have 
received in Europe was anticipated, 
it being realized here that several of 
the continental powers having ciaims 
similar to our own against Turkey 
being themselves prevented from initi- 
ating any forcible demands upon the 


| Turkish government by reason of the 


jealousy of their neighbors, are entirely 
willing that the United States govern- 
ment shall act as a pioneer in this mat- 
ter and clear the way for a prosecution 
of their own claims. 

It is also believed here that the 
European powers are hopeful that the 
attitude assumed by the United States 
may indirectly serve to deter the Turk- 
ish wovernment from the proposed ar- 
bitrary increase of 3 per cent. in cus- 
toms duties which it seeks to make in 
defiance of the joint protest of the 
European ‘rowers. It appears that our 
government ig lending its moral sup- 
port to this wrotest, for while not 
joining with the others in the com.

HAS MEANS OF REPRISAL. 


{A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.} 

NEW YORK, April 20.—A special to 
the Tribune from Washington says 
that if Ali Ferrouh Bey communi- 
cated with his government yesterday 
the Sultan must now, be fully aware 
of the gravity with which the United 
States regards the existing state of 
affairs. It is that the 
Minister’ has not warned his sovereign 
of the American attitude after of- 
ficially learning at the State Depart- 
ment yesterday that the matter had 
not been magnified by the press, that 
the patience of the President and the 
people had been exhausted, and that 
the prompt redemption of.the Sultan's 
repeated promise might have to be 
peremptorily demanded. 

A special to the World from Wash- 
ington says it was intimated last night 
by diplomats familiar with the situa- 
tion, that the Sultan does not care 
particularly whether an ultimatum is 
issued by the United States, as he 
has means of reprisal at hand. 

There are in the Philippines more 
than 3,500,000 Mohammedans in the 
Sulu Islands, whose devotion to their 
Caliph ts fanatical. The Sultan would 
have but to lift his finger and these 
Malays and Moros would join forces 
with the Tagalos. The war in Luzon 
would be extended in every direction 
throughout the islands, and the Amer- 
ican forces would necessarily have to 
be greatly increased. | 

More than that, a break would give 
the Sultan a long-desired chance to 
renounce certain treaties between the 
United States and the Ottoman em- 
pire. One of these, concluded shortly 
after Commodore tur punished 
the. Tripolitan pirates, arantees that 
any American accused of a crime or 
misdemeanor within the Turkish em- 
pire shall be tried only by a United 
States consular court, and be pun- 
ished only according to American laws. 
This is a privilege not granted to 
the subjects of any other power, and 
its advantages are of peculiar im- 
portance to the missionaries in Turkey. 

LITTLE GERMAN NOTICE. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.} 

BERLIN, April 20.—The news regard- 
ing the friction between the United 
States and Turkey has caused little 
comment in Berlin. The Tageblatt 
says: “We do not believe the European 
powers would apply the Monroe doc- 
trine to Turkey. Nevertheless a large 
American naval demonstration in Eu- 
ropean waters would be a fact which 
continental powers could not regard 
without serious attention.”

ALL THE COAST COUNTIES GET A 
WETTING. 
From Santa Barbara ‘to San Diego 
Showers Fell Yesterday and Last 
‘Night—Heaviest “in the Mountain~ 
Districtse—Nearly a Quarter of an 
Inch in This City. 


Rain began falling shortly before 


noon yesterday and continued at fre- 
quent intervals until after dark, con- 
cluding with quite a heavy downpour 
for several minutes. Then the skies 
cleared, and by 10 o'clock last night all 
signs of rain seemed to have disap- 
peared. The total precipitation for the 
Gay here was .23 of an inch. The 
Weather Bureau forecast yesterday 
was for unsettled weather for thirty- 
six hours, and the weather map indi- 
cated that conditions are favorable for 
more rain throughout this end of the 
State. An area of low barometer was 
indicated over Oregon, and if it moves 
down the coast there may be a general 
storm. This morning's observations 


will show whether a second rain is to 


follow that of yesterday. 

At 1 o’clock this morning, in spite of 
the fact that the sky was clear and 
the temperature lower than for any 
time during the previous twenty-four 
hours, the barometer indicated that 
there was more than a ibility for 
another rain today. e barometer 
at The Times office registered 29.45 at 
that hour, the lowest the column of 
mercury has been for several months, 
indicating a very low at 
pressure. 

In the northern part of the county 
and in the counties to the north the 
rainfall yesterday was much heavier 
than in this city: in fact, the coun 
districts received 
Grenching than did the city. 
the coast line of this county the pre- 
cipitation was not so heavy.

She cer- 
tainly was always extremely liberal- 
minded, notwithstanding her scrupu- 


~ 
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of the prison inmates and the banter- 
ing of the uncomprehending was natur- 
ally of such timorous temperament that 
could never have achieved. her 
good works had she not been actuated 
by the thought that she was calied of 
God to minister to His suffering and 
sinful children. As a child she was 
ensive over ng trouble, and 
given to self-probing. Her 
presentiments in regard to the death of 
her mother, whose very slumbers Elis- 
abeth to watch with nervous jéeal- 
ousy, re sadly fulfilled when Eliza- 
beth was but 12 years old. After this 
unexpected blow Mr. Gurney. the 
father, became greatly: self-absorbed, 
and, naturally indulgent, let his twelve 
young children bring themselves up the 
best way they could. Utterly unre- 
strained, their lives henceforth afforded 
@ great contrast to the systematic re- 
ligious training which the mother ‘haa 
enforced. After the violence of their 
grief had passed away the bereaved 
family led the gayest existence in their 
beautiful country seat at Earlham. 

Elizabeth Gurney, the third daugh- 
ter, whom tte loving mother had 
called her “Dove-like Betsy,” 
grown into a tall, slender girl with 
flaxen hair, extreme exuberance. of 
spirits, a flippancy in quoting the athe- 
istic aphorisms of the French revolu- 
tionists, a fondness for wearing becom- 
ing scarlet riding habits, for hearing, 
the band play, for attracting the notice 
of admiring officers quartered in the 
neighborhood, and for going to the 
opera to see “the prince’—a petted, 
fly-away girl whose naive entries in her 
journal form a fair index of her girl- 
hood character: “July 114Company to 
dinner. I must bewere not being a 
flirt; it is an abominable character; I 
hope I shall never be one, and yet I 
fear I am one now, a little. Be careful 
not to talk at random. If I do pass 
this day without a foolish action, it 
will be the first I ever so. If I 
pass a day with only a few foolish ac- 
tions, I may think it a good one.” 

Strange as it may seem, under these 
deliciously diametric characteristics lay 
excellent foundation for the high des- 
tiny which Eliza Gurney ulti- 
mately achieved. Her volatile spirits 
kept her enthusiasm, when diverted to 
a more serious subject, fresh and vigor- 
ous, her quickness at repartee gave her 
facility in choosing the right word for 
courtier, er or convict; her lively 
imagination, her zest for seizing the 
strong points of a situation, lent an al- 
most legal force to her pleadings for 
the unfortunate tamed by her kindly 
heart, and the cunning of her childhood 
developed into the shrewdest penetra- 
tion of the Inwardness of those whom 
she was to influence. 

Underlying her girlish archness lay a 
habit of self-analysis which frequently 
caused her great discomfort. We find 
in her journal entries made before she 
was 17 sincerely questioning her right 
to be so occupied with trifies, “dress in 
particular.” After several months of 
strugglings she decided that her high 
spirits ran away with her when dancing 
and singing, and that she must hence- 
forth give up these greatly enjoyed and 
otherwise innocent diversions. She 
had several lapses into these, her be- 
setting sins. and might eventually 
have drifted back into her pleasure-lov- 
ing life had it not been for the forcible 
remonstrances of William Savery, a 
visiting American Friend. Upon the 
day of his first address the seven beau- 
tiful daughters of Mr. Gurney sat in a 
row under the gallery of the Norwich 
meeting-house. Betsy’s usual restless- 
ness being made ernvecially conspicuous 
by her smart purple boots laced with 
red. From that day, however, her love 
for the world seemed gone. 

Her father was not a plain Friend, 
and, fearing that Elizabeth's impres- 
sionable nature might lead her to make 
resolutions which she might afterward 
wish to he wisely took her to 
London on a test visit. of which her 
journal records a round of dancing, 


opera and rouge. Her awakened con- 


prosperous 
family always entertaining iargely 
and hospitably pressed so heavily upon 
her for the next twelve years that we 
find little comment in regard to this 
period of her life except her active 
hilanthropy in the parish. Frequent 

Iinesses weakened her physically, but 
left Her high, active spirit uncurbed. 
Meanwhile the family removed to a 
beautiful luxurious home at Piasnet, 
where Elizabeth Fry had become an 
ae minister of the Society 
| ds. Here she founded a sc 
for the poor Irish of the neighborhood, 
materially assisted the annual encamp- 
ment of gypsies, learned the art of 
vaccination from an eminent physician, 

dso skilfully inoculated the children 
of her indigent neighbors that smallpox 
was’ practically stamped out from the 
surrounding villages. 

In 1813 Mrs. Fry paid her first mem- 
orable visit to the women of N 
Prison, whose wards were familiarly 
known as “Heil on Earth.” The loath- 
some conditions and consequent suffer- 
ing of the inmates deeply touched the 
tender-hearted woman, but beyond 
providing food and clothing for them 
Mrs. Fry did not — the work with 
which her nante is identified until four 
years later. Meanwhile she tried to 
interest her friends in 


some 
way of confronting the terrible 


gate problem. 

Those who objected to a woman plo- 
neer, in this reformatory work upon 
the ground that a mother’s place is in 
her home little appreciated Elizabeth 
Fry's recoil from the publicity which 
the novelty of her work must entail, 
or her wrestlings with conscience 
when trying to decide which duty 
urged the stronger claim; nor did her 
detractors at first realize that it was 
the warm, motherly nature inspiring 
her with sympathy for the little chil- 
dren of the prisoners which touched 
their brutal natures and formed the 
real keynote of her success. 

Capital punishment at that time ex- 
isted for 300 different offenses. 
women of the prison, tried and untried, 
were herded together with their little 
children in a bare, filthy room, where 
they were supposed to eat slightly, 
drink freely and sleep without bed- 
ding. Half-perished with the cold and 
insufficiently clad, they spent the days 

mbling and begging for drink money: 

e howlings of this inferno were so 
terrible and the savage irresponsibil- 
ity of these degraded and maltreated 
inmates was so dangerous that the 
prison authorities implored Mrs. 
to leave her valuables outside. This 
she refused to do, and requested that 
she might go in alone to speak with 
the prisoners. When the doors had 
been locked after -her, she gently laid 
before the astonished women the mis- 
ery of their little ones and besought 
them to codperate with her in organ- 
izing a school for them. Quite touched 
by her prayers and solicitations, the 
women chose the most trustworthy of 
their fellow-prisoners as teacher. Soon 
the mothers also attended t skill- 
fully-conducted school. Sewing was 
aught them, matrons were appointed 
nd the place gradually assumed an 
orderly and spotiess appearance. 

Another great trial which she as- 
sumed was the personal comforting of 
prisoners sentenced to execution. 
Nothing but a realizing sense of the 
genuine support which her sympathy 
conveved to those whose scaffolds 
were building enabled her to confront 
these terrible ordeals, esvecially when 
the poor victims were to be hanged for 
petty theft. for accomplice in forgery 
or for passing counterfeit notes with- 
out knowledge that thev were spurious. 
So agonized did Mrs. Fry become over 
these visits to the celle of the wn- 
justly condemned that she began in- 
quiring, to some purpose, “Is it for 
man thus to take the prerogative of 
the Almighty into his own hands?’

When the bulk of 
the army was located at the sea shore 
and at easily accessible points there 
was no difficulty in providing them 
with fresh meats, but conditions have 
now and the army is scat- 
tered among 160 points in various parts 
of the archipelago, a great many of 
them at considerable distance from 
the nearest shipping point. 

‘There are not cattle available and 
the refrigerated beef which has here- 
tofore formed the principal basis of 
subsistence for the troops cannot be 
preserved in g00d condition long 
enough to reach many of the inland 
posts. Consequently it became neces- 
sary to look for a more suitable sub- 
stitute and the American canned roast 
beef was the only thing found to meet 
the requirements.

“There is a halt in the movement of 
the raisin growera to bulld their own 
packing-houses growing out of the fact 
that the growers are unwilling to en- 
ter a corporation organized under the 
laws of California with practically 
unlimited liability of stockholders for 
the debts of the corporation. The 
growers seem to have understood that 
they could organize under the cotip- 
erative association law, which controls 
the existing raisin and prune associa- 
tions. They can do so if they please, 
and so long as they furnish their own 
capital and keep out of debt nobody 
is likely to disturb them; but when 
they wish to borrow money in large 
sums they probably cannot get it, 
The directors apparently intended to 
organize and borrow money for build- 
ing on the strength of their authority 
to deduct half a cent a pound from 
the proceeds of the raisin. crop; but it 
is stated that no advances can be had 
on that security unless the packing 
company is organized under the gen- 
eral corporation law. Banks and cap- 
italists have very little confidence in 
any law of California until the Su- 
preme Court has passed on it. In 
this case it is unlikely that the courts 
would permit a packing and seeding 
company to do business under the co- 
operative law. It would be directly 
contrary to the plain meaning of the 
constitution. It is true, however, that 
courts. do sometimes interpret legal 
documeénts in curious ways. But the 
fact remains that there can be no 
business without risk, and if farmers 
will not incur risk they must not ex- 
pect the profit which Is the compensa- 
tion for risk.

The Stockman's View, 

HIS neck of the woods is not di- 

rectly interested in the question of 

leasing the public lands. Only 
an occasional forty now remains 
that has not been homesteaded. 
Twenty years ago it was thought 
that all of the land that was 
worth homesteading was then taken, 
but new settlers and the young 
men of the county have gradually ab- 
sorbed the whole of it. All of the new 
settlers are not here now, and doubtless 
many more will leave within the next 
five years, because a man cannot make 
a living for himself and family on 160 
acres of dry land, not necessarily be- 
cause he is a fool or a knave for tak- 
ing up such land, but because he must 
keep stock to get along at all, and he 
cannot keep enough on 160 acres to 
make both ends meét. 

But there are doubtless enough future 
settlers to take up nearly all of the 
still vacant government lands. It is 
not enough to tell them that tHey are 
foolish to settle on such land, they are 
confident that in their particular case, 
by economy, good management and 
hard work, they will secure a compe- 
tence, and there are just enough of 
the successful ones to encourage others 
to try and do likewise. 

I can easily imagine that if the leas- 
ing bill passes it would be a good thing 
for the new settler, ce he has a 
little capital to work with. If he could 
lease a section in connection with his 
homestead he would have enough land 
to work to some advantage, and even 
at 5 cents per acre it would be cheaper 
than owning it, and he would know 
what he could depend on for a term of 
years, and plan accordingly. 

Of course, if we were one of the cat- 
tlemen who controlled this section and 
others adjoini under present condi- 
tions, we would more than likely op- 
pose with “might and main” any 
change that will allow others to share 
in a good thing.

Planting Forest Trees. 
ROBALBY the best trees for plant- 
ing, all things considered, are the 
catalpa and the white ash, 
both of which are easily grown from 
seeds. Sow the seeds in rich, mellow 
soil as early in the spring as the ground 
can be worked, using the seed in drilis 
and sowing thinly in rows two feet 
apart. Keep the soil cultivated and 
clean, and transplant the seedlings the 
following spring. In transplanting, cut 
off all the branches, of the seedlings, 
have them with roots about six inches 
long and set where wanted, very early 
in the spring. Set in rows seven or 
eight feet apart, and the seedlings fre 
feet apart in the row. In this manner 
the catalpa will make a strong, straight 
wth, requiring a little pruning only 
uring the first two or three years.

We get valuable informa- 
tion along the line of breeding and 
raising stocks of all kinds—how to ro- 
tate our crops so as to keep up the fer- 
tility of the soil, and to secure best re- 
sults; how to dispose of or utilize the 
crops grown to realize most money. 

In addition to all valuable informa- 
tion brought out by discussion and an 
interchange of thought at these farm- 
ers’ instituges, they have a tendency 
to broaden the views of the farmer.
